FlttBburg, Dec. 20.— The Black Dla- 
P9Bd iteel works of Vark I^others, 
«A Tkfrtletli itrMt. VM tbe «c«ne of 
MK awful accident, in which t leaat 
tT» workmen loat their liTes and 12 
wve Injured. 

Heports were freely clrculalpd at 
flret that from 10 to 30 wttrc killed It 
wtfl not be known exa^U^ how o^aoy 
%re dead nnCIl the wreckafe ta elMred 
away. 

It wa» wben the night crew' was 
about to turn over the mill to the day 
lorce that four boilers In the lO-lnc h 
bar mill No. 3 exploded with terrific 
farce, acatterinK death and deatruction 
In all directions. The miU waa com- 
pletely wrecked end the debris was 
plied from 50 to 75 feet high. 

The boiler works of .lame.s MrNrll, 
adjoining thjt Black Diamond mill, 
ware also d«itroyed. 

From what can be learned, the four 
boilers exploded at one time, reducing 
the mill to a heap of burned and 
charred timbers and twisted Iron. 
There is not a straight piece of iron or 
1^1 l^^t in the entire building. Even 
tha bolta in the beams and stringers 
are twisted like screw naila. 

The mill had 60 men on each turn, 
and almost 120 men. both crews, were 
in the plant at the time of eitplosion. 
They were all at work, or just about 
tAbfflf .work. Md all the night men 
w«re ci&d In their atesty wogkin at- 
tire. When the boilera eiploded a 
panic ensued and the men fought their 
way to the entrances, and all that were 
l^le rushed to the street. The Injured 
Ud known dead were found under 
wreckage and in the mill yard. 

The No. 3 10-inch mill was a big 
i^ciad structure, built on a steel 
frame. One of the boilera went through 
the Park Brothers' mill and ( l uslied 
into the McNeil plant, almost com- 
ptottly domoUshlng it. The only man 
•t work IB tte, HcHell pMt fas Ru- 
dolph KoItL iiffct watchmaii. He 
was knocked down by the force of the 
explosion, was found In the plant, and 
taken to the West Penn hospital. 

▲nothar of the boilera went through 
tl|« roof of the bai; mU|. loaVlA through 
the air across

aad fell Into the cellar, completely 
wi«eking the house.

The other two boilers were blown to 
pieces, and It was these that caused 
the complete destruction of the mill.

St Louis, Dec. 20.— Tha first pnhMc 
celebration In connection with tbo 
world's fair to be opehed In St. Louis 
In 1903 In commemoration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the I.oulsl 
ana purchase was held Friday, when 
drouivd waa broken on the alte in For- 
eat park. Thia day was selected for 
the event because It Is the anniversary 
of the formal transfer of the Louisiana 
territory to the I nited State, and It 
was a holiday in St. I<oui8, throughout 
Missouri, and la Qost of the "pur- 
chaae states," whoae governora iaaued 
proclaihatlons asking for a general ob* 
servance of it as "LouMana Purchaae 
Flag day." 

Great preparation.'* wore made for 
the event, but owing to the unusual se- 
verity of the weather It was decided to 
abandon the parade and some of the 
most striking features.

DOIIE ONTHE STAND. 

Pirmittedto Unlimber His Tonguttni 
Lay Bare His Heart

Chicago, Dec. 20.— "Dr." John Alet- 
ander Dowie, the proclaimed "Elijah 
the Restorer." broke down when he 
went on the witness stand In his own 
behalf, and between choking sobs told 
how his conftdeuce in his brother-in- 
law and legal opponent, Samuel StfS- 
venson, had been shaken. Later, as 
he was cross-examined, his meek and 
lowly demeanor changed, and he de- 
nounced Stevenson, called him an 
"abominable traveling companion," 
^d said that he waa of no uae in 
'^Bloa" aad was always blundering. 

Dowle talked in court to bis heart's 
content Friday in defending the suit 
against him for a receivership for his 
21on iace industries. He Intimated to 
Mr. Reeves, the attorney who was 
croBS-examlning him, that he liked to 
talk, and he was granted permission 
to lay bare his heart. 

"Dnwie" was the main topic of his 
story, and with much show of higher 
education, l.>atin quotations and at- 
tempts at witticisms he brought smiles 
and merriment to his many followers 
who thronged the court room, until 
thoy fTld to be quieted by one of his 
deacons In substance he declared, 
with jinicli ( niphasls. that he was no 
tyrant surrounded by hordes of willing 
slaves. Rather, be explained how he 
worked tirelessly for the good of his 
oommunity. sometimes as much as 27 
hours at a stretch. lie said he ab- 
horred slaves, and would allow none to 
work for him who did not come to him 
voluntarily. He gave Stevenson's tes- 
timony flat denial, and said thait his 
brothec'in-law lied when )m quoted 
Dowie's sister aa saying "Thank Ood, 
we are free from that tyrannical rule 
now." Ht* stated that it was impossi- 
ble for him to consider a partnership 
with Stevenson, Inasmuch as plaintij 
shows a total lack of financial ability. 

During the croaa^xamiaatlon of 
Dowle by Mr. Reaves admissions were 
drawn out that I>owle paid Stevenson 
$8.'"),000 on account, but that $:>O.OuO of 
this was at once turned over to Dowie's 
sister. Mrs. Stevenson, who at once 
gave it to Dowle, it is said, for stock 
In the lace Industries; «lso that 930,000 
was giveh to Prank Woodward, but 
Dowle insisted that was for debt.s Ste- 
VPn<"'i had 'contracted. The attorney 
then drew frcm Dowie that after part- 
ing wiih bis entire business, including 
iace machinery, patterns and stock, 
Stevenson got out of the bargain omv 
16.000. Then Mr. Reeves tried to show 
that the entire llabllitiea of ZIon lace 
Industries were |1, 168,000. Including 
stock dividends, etc., l)ut Dowio aald 
the conjecture was foolish.

New York. Dec. 20.— Three dlatinct 
moviiiK iits are under way having In 
view the establi^hnlent of .\merlcaii 
banking facilities in the orient. These 
Include the i stabllshment of branchea 
at Shanghai and Manilla by the Ouax* 
anty Trust compaay; tha establleh- 
ment of a bank particularly organised 
for oriental business by a syndicate of 
whicli Kdwaid II. Cragin is the head, 
and the establishment by a New York 
national bank of a branch at Manilla 
as BOOB as suitable legislation can be 
secured. The first two of these BMVe- 
ments have taken definite and tangi- 
ble form hut responsible details are 
thus far lacking regarding either the 
identity of the national bank wblch 
propoaea to < .'^tabllsh a branch at Ma- 
nilla, or the legal form under which it 
is proposed such branch could be ea- 
talilLshed. Two banks which have been 
more or less freely mentioned In con- 
n»'ction with this rumor air 'ii"' Na- 
tional City and the Chase National. 
Those rumors have, however, been de- 
nied by representatives of both banks. 

Vice President Tnrnbull of the Guar- 
anty Trust (omiiany and .Mr. Wise, 
one of the London niuiiasers of the 
comp.iny. sailed from ilan Fran<'lsco 
recently for the i)urpi)S(^ of establish: 
Ing branches of tlie ini.st company at 
9tiangbal and Manilla. Consent to ea- 
tablish branches of the trust company 
has been given by th'; secretary of war 
and secretary of slate. It is not tne 
intention to i ;ii)itali/.e flie branches. 
t)ut to conduct them as branches pure 
and simple. 

Business will be begun as soon as 
possible after the tarn of the year, and 
the company has rIvi n the authorities 
at \Vashingtt)n such assurances of Its 
reBponsibillty that it will, it is under- 
stood, receive on behalf of thi.s gov- 
ernment the first Installment of the 
Chinese indemnity, and will in time 
become custodian, in whole er in pert, 
of the civil and military funds at the 
Manilla station.

Washington. Dec. 20.— It Is Secre- 
tary OaRe's intention to relhuinish thf" 
treasury portfolio as soon as President 
Roosevelt can find a successor, and ho 
has so informed the president. Mr. 
Gage would like to l>e relieved before 
apring. The president has tried t« 
dissuade Secretary Oage from retir- 
ing, and will probably continue to uae 
his efforts In that direction. 

Secretary Gage's desire to retire was 
made known to the president some 
little time ago. just how long is not 
known.
